This serves as a 
guarantee the campaign will be sufficiently financed in the event 
anticipated contributions during the campaign prove deficient. 

As a result of efforts to enforce the new law and the CC 
allegations . F 9 JT and TFT were examined by two separate federal 


agencies, f ^? recalled one agency was the General Accounting 

(GAO) and she believed the other was the Internal Revenue 
Service (IRS) . Both investigations proved the CC allegations to 
be incorrect, and that the $200,000.00 came from the FOJT "Decade 
of Service" dinner in Dallas. Fortunately, FOJT was able to 
provide complete financial records concerning the contributions 
despite a ^ fire which destroyed most of their offices at the 
intersection of 15t h Street and Guadalupe.

and did not enter office as a wealthy man. Due to his position 
on committee's overseeing the banking industry, he divested 
himself of any investments he may have had and precluded himself 
from making any new investments in order to avoid even an 
appearance of impropriety. It was considered a matter of some 
amusement in Texas that in the late 1970s TOWER was still 
driving, and still making payments on, an old Buick automobile he

she never observed him to have problems with excessive 
consxamption of alcoholic beverages. She did note he was involved 
in toe Washington "cocktail scene" for over 20 years, due to his 
position, but she never knew of alcohol consumption ever 
interfering with performance of his Senatorial duties. During 
those years, she never had reason to believe that TOWER was 
unfaithful to his wife in any way. She stated that TOWER would 
usually be in Texas for a limited amount of time while he was a 
senator and that staff meetings would often be held at unusual 
times and in unusual places to maximize TOWER'S availability. 
Breakfast and dinner meetings in restaurants were c ommon, as were 
meetings in motel suites and airport lounges, j [ was familiar 
with "Forty Acres Clto" in Austin, and advised TOWER had often 
stayed at this facility while in Austin. He found it convenient 
to be ^le to have his meals in toe restaurant, just downs tairs 
from his room, without having to leave toe premises. [was 


never aware of any inappropriate behavior by TOWER during his 
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stays there. She pointed out that most of TOWER'S staff members 
were female, due to the nature of the business conducted by the 
office, and he would often be seen in their company as they had 
the various staff meetings while he was in Austin. But to her 
knowledge, TOWER spent the remainder of the time with his wife. 

InIZZ [Zopinion, TOWER has always been a person of good 
character, associates, and reputation. She described him as a 
"party loyalist” who always attended the State Republican 
Executive Committee meetings in Texas. As an employer, he was 
willing to delegate responsibility while at the same time 
maintaining an awareness of the office operations and he was 
sensitive to the welfare of his staff. In his personal life, |~ | 
never knew TOWER to use illegal drugs, abuse alcohol or to engage 
in any conduct which would interfere with the performance of his 
elected or appointed duties. He was always scrupulously honest 
in meeting his financial obligations, as well as circumspect in 
his sources of income. TOWER always displayed an unabiding 
loyalty to the United States, as well as an i mpress ive knowledge 
and understanding of his professional duties. | [highly 
recommended TOWER for the position of Secretai^ or Defense.

He provided a copy of the Austin Fire Department 
Investigative Report concerning the fire that occurred at the 
Tower Campaign Headquarters, 1500 Guadalupe, Austin, Texas on May 
9, 1972. He was not involved in the investigation and does not

The fire was discovered and reported at about 11:30 p.m. 
on May 9, 1972. By the time it was brought under control, 
extensive damage had been done to the first and second floors of 
toe building, especially toe Tower Campaign offices. The report 
indicated that toe fire was originally thought to have been 
caused by a firebomb thrown through toe front window of toe 
office. A security guard in toe back of toe building heard what 
he thought was something being thrown through toe window, 
followed by an explosion. Witnesses on toe outside of toe 
building however, stated that toe fire was already going in toe 
office area and that toe windows broke as a result of the heat 
generated from within. Two Austin Police Detectives observed a 
long-haired male sxibject throw a rock through one of toe windows 
after they had arrived, but toe fire was already going and they 
were unable to apprehend him. In addition, toe anti-war movement 
was quite active in this area and it was iiratiediately assmed that 
this fire was related to other firebombings that had occurred in 
toe area. 


Further investigation by j j led him to conclude 

toat the fire was actually caused by an overheating light fixture 
in the ceiling of toe first floor. Arson was therefore ruled out 
and toe case was closed. 


The report also contains toe newspaper clippings of toe 
incident as it was reported in toe Austin American Statesman.

of Investigation (FBI) in Austin, Texas from a vacation in Mexico 
and voluntarily provided the following information to the 
investigating Agent: 


[ I was upset about recent allegations that have been 

printed in Houston, Texas newspapers accusing Senator JOHN TOWER 
of being responsible for a hotel room fire that occurred in 1967. 
He insisted upon "setting the record straight" concerning the 
matter, indicating that he had been there when it happened and 
expressed his outrage at the way in which Senator TOWER was being 
treated. After being advised that the investigating Agent was 
not aware of the hotel room fire, he provided no further 
information about it. 

^ [ did not work on TOWER'S 1972 campaign staff and 

has no information about who would have contributed to the 
campaign. 

I I described TOWER as being of "sterling character" 

and a fine genrieman who has never done anything that could be 
considered inappropriate . 
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T-2 was advised of the identity of the interviewing 
Agent and the purpose of the interview being conducted. T-2 
provided the following information: 

During the late 1960 's and early 70 's, T-2 worked 
closely with Senator TOWER and was in a position to observe both 
his professional and personal conduct. 

When questioned about specific allegations that Senator 
TOWER, on one occasion, became quite drunk, took his clothes off, 
danced on a piano, and smoked marijuana, T-2 emphatically stated 
that it never happened. 

From 1968-70, T-2 was in a position to observe Senator 
at the Forty Acres Club in Austin. On numerous occasions T-2 
observed him drinking to the point of passing out. In addition, 
he engaged in a variety of intimate affairs with his female staff 
members, T-2 was unable to provide information on specific 
instances due to the passage of time but indicated that they were 
common place happenings at the time. 

During the 1972 election, T-2 was privy to information 
^out who was donating money to the TOWER campaign. T-2 
indicated that there were a number of donors who made

was familiar with| |and described him as a b7c 

friend of TOWER'S and a Republican Party leader in the El Paso 
area. _ T-2 does not recall that he made any substantial 
contributions to the campaign fund in 1972. T-2 stated that, 

despite his personal excesses. Senator TOWER'S professional 
integrity was \ancompromising and T-2 doubts that he would have 
had anything to do with a contribution that might have even 
appeared improper. 
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T-2 characterized the TOWER of 15 years ago as a man who 
took his governmental responsibilities very seriously and 
performed his official duties in a manner that was beyond 
reproach. T-2 was always impressed with the fact that he would 
always vote according to what he felt was right and would not let 
special interest groups ie., defense contractors, sway his vote. 
His personal integrity, however, was a different matter and T-2 
feels that his drinking and numerous extramarital affairs may 
have put him in a compromising situation. T-2 feels that he is 
one of the most (^alified persons for the position of Secretary 
of Defense, but is afraid that his personal habits and problems 
will interfere. T-2 believes that TOWER is a loyal citizen of 
the United States and has never had reason to doubt that loyalty. 
T-2 has never known him to smoke marijuana and doubts that he 
would ever use illegal drugs as he has strong feelings against 
them. T-2 would not recommend him for a sensitive, position, of 
trust within the Unitedr^States Government.

Mr. JACKSON was advised of the identity of the interviewing Agent 
and that he was being contacted regarding information that he was willing 
to provide regarding JOHN GOODWIN TOWER. 

Mr. JACKSON provided the following information: 

He advised that from 1976 to 1978, he was assigned to the NCOIC 
Information Office at the BERGSTROM AIR FORCE BASE, Austin, Texas. His 
primary duties were to coordinate and take visiting dignitaries on tour 
of the base facilities, specifically the aircraft. 

In June, July or August of 1977, JOHN GOODWIN TOWER, then a senator 
from Texas, came to the base for a tour with the press and other persons 
(names he could not recall) in order to look at some aircraft and to observe 
some modifications of some of the planes. When he greeted Senator TOWER, he 
smelled a strong alcoholic odor on his breath and from the appearance of 
TOWERS s eyes, he was almost intoxicated. 


After greeting Senator TOWER, they (he. Senator TOWER and other 
persons in the group) went to one of the aircraft hangers and there he 
noticed Senator TOWER greeting a female mechanic working on the plane. When 
the senator approached the young female mechanic (name unrecalled) the 
mechanic stood at attention and then Senator TOWER placed his hand on her 
shoulder and then moved his hand down the female mechanic^ s back until 
his hand reached her hips and TOWER kept his hand there for a good while 
(perhaps 30 seconds) and then moved his hand. The female mechanic did not 
make any fuss about it. 

Mr. JACKSON stated that this type of behavior did not seem right 
but thought no more about it, nor did he report it to anyone. 

In 1978 (month or date unrecalled) TOWER and the press visited 
the above base again, and when he greeted TOWER, he smelled a strong aroma ‘ 
of alcohol again. He also noticed TOWER stumbling and having difficulty
